When 1901 openings are mentioned t a great deal of tins is expended in discussing inde- 
pendent and two-player actions for each country 0 Yet why dabble Kith two»player alliances, 
or even three? Why not go for the ahole ball game at once— ally with three other players 
until 1903 or so 0 In this way* you ©an wipe out 3 ** oes at once and be in position to nove 
aggressively in the middle g&ae* 

The rules of thumb to follow axe twos (1) do not pl&ee yourself in a position whe:re you 
can be attacked directly tor all three foes or all three allies f and (Z) try to avoid situs- 
tione in which, after 1903, you iti.ll have to aeet one or rare allies head on, Try ia keep 
interior lines that secure what you have gained * 

Thus, a Frencn«Bjdti8h«Germn^ustrian alliance is a deadly contact for Gerimiry and/or 
Austria. They are surrounded by foes and their "allies" will keep pushing right in their 
direction. But a Jxench-finglish^Turklah-Ruasian alliance has one safe border with an ally 
and room to expand without tripping over 1 your friends too early in the alliance e lines like 
England ^ Italy, Austria * and Russia are also very plmya&Le* All fota? allies ean expand .into 
neutral areas or into ene^y territories without tripping mm: other allies, The question to 
ask about such a large alliance is (l) what can X do if this border or that is secure? and 
(2) will I be in position to negotiate after the alliance splits up? If you do not gain 
enough in the alliance and/or your lines are extended toe far out y the alliance is not g©ed 
for you„
